REQUEST FOR RECONSIDERATION/OTHER 

1 1 . 13 The request for reconsideration has been considered but does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: 
Applicant argues that the AAPA and Bridges et al. (US 7,096,01 5) fail to teach a Home Public Land Mobile Network (HPLMN) 
that is prioritized for selection in response to regaining signal coverage or powering on as recited in claims 1, 7, 13, and 50. The 
examiner, however, does not agree with the Applicant. The AAPA discloses the HPLMN identifiable bv a home Mobile Network 
Code (MNC) and Mobile Countrv Code (MCC) (see page 2. lines 5-10). The difference between the AAPA and the claimed 
invention is that the AAPA selects the RPLMN as a first prioritv instead of the HPLMN (see page 2. lines 26-32). However. 
Bridges et al. teach in response to regaining signal coverage or powering on. the mobile station select a home communication 
network identifiable bv a Svstem Identification Code (SID) and/or System Operator Code (SOC) or eguivalent svstem 
identification number as a first prioritv (see column 12. lines 25-67). The home communication network of Bridges et al. can be 
identified by SID and/or SOC in North America, or equivalent system identification number (PLMN identity) in Europe which uses 
Global System for Mobile Communications (GSM) standard (see page 3. lines 20-34). Therefore, the combination of AAPA and 
Bridges et al. reads on the claimed limitation .
